The arliament 
of Turin seem to be entirely with Cavour; the Army 
of Liberation in Italy seem to be entirely with Victor 
Emmanuel; the Volunteers under Garibaldi seem to 
be again successful. The process of consolidation 
is proceeding in a satisfactory manner. Austria 
and the Pope and the King of Naples are as 
much parties to this revolution as are its avowed 
champions, But for the dungeons of Palermo and 
St. Elmo, the massacre of Perugia, and th» deeds of 
Haynau, Italy would still be divided and oppressed. It 
is satisfactory, „to know that these Powers 
continue the same course of action which has produced 
the extraordinary change which we have with so much 
astonishment witn . Austria continues to dragoon 
Venetia, and mani her alarm by sending away the 
wives and families ot her officers, preparing thus for a 
stern conflict in Venice.

Nothing but their own good conduct has won for 
the Italians what they have gained. One false step 
might yet ruin all. More than one power lends a 
sympathising ear to those complainings of the Pope, 
which seem to us d absurd, and joins with him iu 
condemning “ that disastrous and pernicious policy of 
aon-intervention,”’ Italian unity still depends upon 
talian union.

THE ROYAL CONFERENCE AT WARSAW. 

Beary, Sunpar.—Official advices received from St. 
Petersburg announce that the Emperor Alexander, accom- 
panied by Prince Gortschakoff, will arrive at Warsaw 
on the 20th inst.

Tue Late A. E. Cuaron, li: A.— The art world has 
just sustained a severe joss in the person of Mr. Altred 
Edward Chalon, R. A., portrait painter to her Majesty, 
honorary member of the Society of Arte at Geneva, and 
member of the Society of Arts, London, who died a: 
his residence at Campden-hill, Kensington, on the 2d inst. 
at the ripe age of 80 years. The deceased gentieman

A 
few years since he and his deceased brother exhibited a 
joint collection of their works, and on that occasion the 
following tribute to Mr. A. E. Chalon was paid by the Ari 
Journal: —“ He has produced in his diy many elegant 
works without labouriog in fetters, such, for example, as 
the admirable portrait ot Rachel, ia this exhibition; and 
these sustain his fame high among the best paiaters o! 
the epoch. Mr. A. E. Cualon has indeed achieved that 
popularity which his brother either disdained or failed 
to achieve.” We feel that we ought, in justice to the 
memory of the deceased, to record the tact, that last 
year Mr. Chalon ollered to the inhabitants of Hampstead, 
to which place he was tenderly attached, his collection 
of admirable water-colour paiutings, on condition of the 
latter providing them with a building for their reception, 
and giving a trifling salary to a curator; but we regret 
to adi that the latter had either not sufficient money, or 
not sufficient public spirit, to accept the munificent gift.

In the second 
place the Giornale di Roma, in contradicting a state- | 
ment attributed to Monsignor Berardi, Under-Secretary 
of Antonelli, about France wanting to get Sardinia, 
simply attributes it to Monsignor Nardi, Nunzio at 
Vienna, without at all invalidating the substance of the 
aspersion, leaving the inference that there is some truth 
in it. But the third grievance is the sorest affront 
offered to the Government here. Not a single French 
mitre is found amony the varied list of episcopal dig- 
nities, the nominees to which, presented by various 
courts exercising such patronage, are accepted in the 
late Consistory. And this isthe more pointed as the 
Moniteur, so far back asthe 20th May, had gazetted the 
Abbe Maret to the bishopric of Vannes, Pio IX. persisting
